Boys quizzed 
over Joanna’s 
death smash 

Police warn more arrests will come

TWO 14-year-old boys have 
been questioned over the death 
of Joanna Smith who died after 
her car tyre was sabotaged. 

The two teenagers, one from 
Hardingstone, the other from 
Grange Park in Northampton, 
were interviewed by officers at 
the Criminal Justice Centre in 
Northampton. 

Both have been arrested on 
suspicion of committing crimi¬ 
nal damage and the manslaugh¬ 
ter of Joanna (right). They were 
yesterday released on bail. 

The teens were held on 
Tuesday and police have warned 
that more arrests are likely to 
come ‘in the near future’. 

Mrs Smith, 32, died after she 
was in a crash on the A45 close 
to Earls Barton in April. 
Forensics confirmed she lost 


control of her car because one of 
the rear wheel tyres of her 
Honda Jazz had been deliber¬ 
ately punctured. 

Her vehicle had been parked in 
a communal car park behind 
her flat in Wilks Way, Grange 
Park, near to the Budgens store, 
over the Bank Holiday weekend. 

Her car was one of three in the 
vicinity that had its wheels 
damaged overnight. 

Mrs Smith did not notice her 
damaged tyre before she set off 
on her journey to her work in 
Irchester, where she was 
employed as a pharmacist for 
the Co-operative. 

The arrests come three weeks 
after officers revealed Joanna’s 
death is now being investigated 
as manslaughter - in what is 
thought to be the first case of its 
kind in the country - and 
appealed for witnesses to come 
forward.

Call for free parking and 
longer shopping hours

PLANS to extend shopping hours and 
increase free parking in Northampton 
town centre are to be put forward next 
week. 

Stephen Chown, chairman of 
Northampton BID (Business Improve¬ 
ment District), is to propose moves to 
improve the shopping experience in the 
town at a meeting of the Retail Scrutiny 
Panel on Monday. 


Northampton BID was set up last 
lanuary and includes 500 businesses in 
the town centre. 

In a presentation he is to talk about 
ways to encourage more shopping, 
including an idea to change one hour 
on-street parking to two hours. 

He includes a suggestion to extend 
shop opening hours until 7pm with an 
extra initiative of making parking “free 
after three”. 

Another idea is to give businesses in the 
town centre parking permits at more 


competitive rates. He also is to tell mem¬ 
bers the importance of the internet and 
recommend offering free Wifi in the town 
centre, for example Market Square, and 
to embrace push-messaging and high¬ 
speed internet. 

Julie Thorneycroft, BID co-ordinator, 
said: “The BID supports the idea and 
they welcome any ideas that us and the 
council can pass onto businesses.”

Fewer complaints made to Northants 
Police as Force 'refines’ it processes 


MORE than 370 complaints were made 
against the county force in the last year, 
figures released by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
show. 

In total 376 were recorded, which is a fall 
of 30 per cent from 2010/11 when a total 
of 492 allegations were made. 

In 2011/12 there were 77 appeals to the 
IPCC from members of the public about 
Northamptonshire Police’s handling of 
their complaints. 

That included 53 appeals about the 
Force’s investigation of a complaint, five 
about the way the complaint was resolved 
locally, and 19 about the police not 
recording a complaint. 

The IPCC completed 59 appeals against 
Northants Police during 2011/12, uphold¬ 
ing 27, higher than the 38 per cent nation¬ 
al result for upheld appeals. 

It took the Force on average 72 working 
days to finalise cases, quicker than most 
forces across the country. 

Chief Inspector Mark Taylor, from the 
Professional Standards Department, said: 
“We have worked hard to refine our 
processes around complaints to firstly 
make it easier to access the complaints 
system, and secondly to respond and deal 
with complaints more effectively. 

“We now offer a simple and streamlined 
option of quick service recovery for all 
members of the public dissatisfied by our 


service, this focuses on providing the 
complainant the outcome they want and 
how they want to receive it - this is 
reflected in the improved complaint 
statistics. 

“Not only have we seen a reduction in 
the number of complaints and allegations 
received, but the average number of 
working days taken to finalise complaints 
was 72 days compared with the national 
average of 93 working days. 

“Moreover we have found that against 
the national target of recording com¬ 
plaints within ten working days, 
Northamptonshire Police ensured 97 per 
cent were within this time limit compared 
with the national average of 86 per cent, a 
year on year increase over the last three 
years for the Force. 

“Since August 2011 we have further 
improved our service by adapting our 
processes to record complaints in just 24 
hours, not the national average of 10 
days, as we feel this better meets the 
needs of our public - this is a significant 
step for us and our communities. 

“Whilst we are pleased with the 
improved position the Force is in, we are 
aware that further improvements are 
required, like the number of appeals 
upheld by the IPCC. We recognise that we 
still have more to do in achieving our aim 
of delivering an excellent service to the 
communities of Northamptonshire.” 


Smoke alarm plea 
as clocks change 

AS the clocks go back on Sunday the 
county fire service is reminding people 
to check their smoke alarm. 

Statistics show that people are more 
than four times as likely to die in a fire 
if their smoke alarm is not working, so 
the service is encouraging people to 
turn testing alarms into a household 
routine too. 

There were 327 accidental fires in the 
home in Northamptonshire last year, 
which resulted in many people being 
injured and one fatality. 

The fire and rescue service hopes 
that by adding this simple smoke 
alarm check to the clock-change 
routine, these numbers can be 
reduced. 

Warren Ellison, fire and rescue 
service prevention team manager, 
said: “Everyone notices when a clock 
stops ticking but the condition of your 
smoke alarm isn’t so obvious. The 
battery could be flat or you may have 
forgotten that you have removed it 
and used it for a child’s toy. The only 
way to be sure it’s working is to test it. 

“As you put your clocks back this 
weekend, think about fire safety. Many 
people will get a chair or stepladder 
out to change their own or a loved 
one’s clock, just take an extra moment 
to push the button on the smoke alarm 
too - it could save a life.” 
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Rap artist 
Dizzee aids 
cops’ new 
club appeal 

URBAN artist Dizzee 
Rascal has retweeted 
an appeal by police to 
track witnesses to a 
nightclub crush to 
more than 400,000 of 
his twitter followers. 

The ‘Bonkers’ rapper 
sent the message 
from Northants 
Police’s dedicated 
twitter account to the 
Lava Ignite witness 
appeal, (gDCIubTragedy, 
to his fans on the 
social network. 

The Force have 
described the public’s 
response to the 
renewed appeal to find 
28 people who were at 
Lava Ignite in St 
Peter’s Way, 
Northampton, last 
October when Nabila 
Nanfuka, 22, and 
Danielle Jackson, 19 
died, as ‘overwhelming’. 

CCTV images 
released by the police 
in connection with the 
incident have been 
viewed more than 
3,000 times on 
YouTube. 

In less than a week 
after detectives 
launched a fresh 
appeal for information 
they have contacted 
three of the 28. 

The Force have also 
been in touch with 
other music artists, 
including Wretch32, 
Professor Green, Tim 
Westwood, Jessie J 
and Tinie Tempah, in a 
bid to track people.

RESIDENTS in a village have 
been left feeling second class in 
a dispute with the Royal Mail 
over a postbox. 

People in Milton Malsor are 
updating their village green and 
want to move their current 
postbox a few yards away - to 
the other side of the road. 

But the Royal Mail has 
stamped out any plans they 
might have by telling them it 
could not afford the cost. 

In the meantime, some vil¬ 
lagers are also unhappy at hav¬ 
ing to make a six mile round trip 
to post a letter. 

Parish Councillor Shaun Hope 
( pictured) explained: “We want 


to move it to the other side of 
the road - but the box is too 
small anyway. 

“It doesn’t take A4 size 
envelopes, for example, and 
often when you go to it close to 
collection time it is overflowing 
which is obviously a security 
problem. 

“We have written to the Royal 
Mail asking for a bigger box, 
especially as the village has 
grown in size - but they will not 
install one. 

“They said it is going to cost 
them more than £3,000 which 
they say they cannot justify to 
spend. I have to drive to 
Collingtree if I want to post 
anything of size.” 

A Royal Mail spokeswoman 
said: “We can confirm we have 


received communication from 
Milton Malsor Parish Council 
regarding its concerns over the 
postbox in the centre of the vil¬ 
lage. 

“There are significant costs 
involved in the installation of 
any new or replacement post- 
box and therefore a study of the 
proximity of other postboxes, 
customer usage and density of 
the local population would have 
to be carried out before any 
decision can be made. 

“A relief collection will com¬ 
mence where mail will be col¬ 
lected at 12.15pm and at the 
existing time of 5pm Monday to 
Friday. 

“We will also monitor the 
postbox to assess the amount of 
mail posted.” 


Towns stores on risk list as Argos makes changes 


TWO Argos stores have an 
uncertain future after it was 
announced that the company 
was to close 75 outlets.

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Halloween booze 
ban for premises 

A PUB and an off-licence have been forced 
to close by police over the Halloween period 
as they have ‘persistently’ sold alcohol to 
children. 

The Bear, in Sheep Street, Northampton - 
owned by Enterprise Inns - and the Booze & 
Stuff store in St Leonard’s Road, Far Cotton, 
will be closed for a fortnight between 
midday tomorrow and November 9. 

Both premises will not be able to sell 
alcohol during that time. This was accepted 
as an alternative to prosecution under the 
Police Reform and Social Responsibility Act 
2003 which now carries a maximum 
£20,000 fine. 

Licensing and Nightsafe sergeant Mark 
Worthington said: “To close a pub and an off 
licence for two weeks at a busy time of the 
year will result in a significant financial 
penalty for these businesses and I do hope 
that they learn their lesson. 

“We will continue with these tactics in the 
run up to Christmas so we would remind 
the trade to operate Challenge 21/25 so 
they don’t all foul of any operations we 
conduct.” 


Tesco aim to crack 
kids’ egg nuisance

A SUPERMARKET giant is 
asking its store bosses to use 
their ‘judgement’ to curtail 
possible Halloween high-jinks. 

Tesco, which has shops across 
Northampton, has told its man¬ 
agers to be on alert about young¬ 
sters buying large quantities of 
flour and eggs. 

Traditionally Halloween is the 


time of year when children go out 
trick or treating and collecting 
sweets. But some young people 
have over-stepped the mark and 
have carried out anti-social 
behaviour using flour and eggs.

Now, in a bid to stop youngsters

A Tesco spokesman said: 
“While there is no policy in place 
to stop children buying flour and 
eggs, as a responsible local 
retailer our store managers take 
a commonsense approach to 
this matter. 

“We are asking the managers to 
use their judgement or common 
sense if they see a problem in 
order to fix it.” 


... and police issue safety warning to youngsters 


KIDS have been getting a talking 
to by officers to make sure they 
are on the their best behaviour 
when trick or treating. 

Safer Community Team officers 
across Northamptonshire have 
been taking crime prevention and 
safety messages into the class¬ 
room as the half-term school 
holiday beckons. 

The officers are keen that the 
youngsters stay safe and enjoy the 
season of smiling pumpkins and 
fizzing fireworks. 

But the talks also concentrated 
on the fact that for many people - 
older folk in particular - the 


season can be one of frowns and 
damp squibs. 

In Northampton, officers will be 
keeping a close eye on vulnerable 
communities. 

Inspector Jen Helm, of the 
south-west sector in 
Northampton, said: “We have 
been working closely with 
schools in our area and we are 
focusing on our hotspot areas and 
vulnerable residents. 

“We expect 99 per cent of people 
to respect the wishes of others 
and still enjoy themselves, but we 
will come down hard on those 
who choose to behave anti- 


socially. Please let us know if there 
are issues in your community and 
we will send out dedicated offi¬ 
cers to deal with it.” 

Inspector Dave Rayfield, of 
Northampton’s central sector, 
added: “We will have extra 
resources on duty in the centre of 
Northampton to basically provide 
a response to any unwanted 
issues of anti-social behaviour.

A THIEF stole 36 aerials from 
vehicles in a two-day crimewave. 

Police anticipate the figure 
could rise to 50 or 60 cars as more 
of these incidents are reported by 
residents. 

The aerials were taken on Friday 
and Sunday from motors parked 
in Badgers Close, Beech Close, 
Chipsey Avenue, Georges Avenue, 
High Street, Lime Grove, 
Oaklands, Pilgrims Lane and 
Pound Lane in Bugbrooke. 

Two of the vehicles were also 


damaged. PC James Harvey, who 
is investigating the crimes, said: 
“So far 36 have been reported but 
I suspect this figure could rise to 
50 or 60. 

“This is recorded as a theft as 
the aerial is stolen but this is not a 
normal crime as there is not 
much metal value and I think it is 
just mindless vandalism. 

“The aerials are normally 
screwed in and all it takes is for 
them to be unscrewed, so poten¬ 
tially you do not need a screw¬ 
driver. 

“This is not a five /ten minute 
job and I hope someone has seen 


something suspicious. At the 
moment we do not have any 
suspects. 

“All the lines of inquiry are open 
and we need any details which 
people have - especially if they 
have seen anything suspicious.” 

PC Harvey is not asking people 
to remove the aerials from their 
cars but added: “The only advice 
we can give is keep your car on a 
driveway where there is a sensor 
light or park it in a garage.”

Castle remains found at rail station by historians 


AN archaeological dig at 
Northampton Railway Station 
has unearthed some of the 
town’s medieval history. 

As part of the £20 million 
re-development of the facility, a 
five day dig, which ends today, 
has been led by experts from 
Northamptonshire Archaeology. 

The team have been excavating 
a trench in the short-stay car 
parking area. 

In medieval times Northampton 
Castle was situated on part of 
the current station site. 

It was believed most remains 
were destroyed and displaced 
over time as the railway was 


developed but archaeologists 
have found some of the castle’s 
outer walls. 

There has been minimal 
disruption to users, with no 
changes to routes into or out of 
the station. 

Just a small section of the 
short-stay car park, comprising 
around four spaces, has been 
closed to traffic and pedestrians. 

Chris Garden, director of 
regeneration at West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation which is behind the 
station revamp, said “Clearly, it is 
very important the development 
of Northampton Station respects 


the rich history and heritage of 
the site. 

“The archaeological 
assessment is a key step in our 
preparations and will help to 
inform how we deliver the new 
and improved station.” 

Located in the Northampton 
Enterprise Zone, the new station 
will be almost twice the size of 
the existing building, which is 
already at capacity during peak 
hours. 

The detailed design will be 
finalised this year, with main 
construction works due to start 
next year. The project is set to be 
completed in 2014. 


New bid to boost 
failing bin service

MORE than 2,300 single bin 
collections have been missed in 
the past six months. 

Northampton Borough Council 
(NBC) and Daventry Borough 
Council earlier in the year 
announced an independent 
investigation into the bin collec¬ 
tion service after massive failings 
were discovered. 

A report, published last Friday, 
states that the company, 
Enterprise Managed Service Ltd 
(EMS), is ‘underperforming’ in 
significant areas and recom¬ 
mends that the council and EMS 
meet on a monthly basis to 
discuss progress. 

So far this year EMS has been 
fined £44,000 by NBC and it could 
face a sum of £175,000 for the 
whole year. 

Figures show that in May the 
number of bins missed totalled 



623, which was 0.05 per cent 
overall. The next highest month 
was June with 513 missed. 

That number has declined as 
the year progressed, with a reduc¬ 
tion to 256 not emptied in August. 


There are almost 1.2 million 
collections each month. 

Leader of the council, David 
Mackintosh, said while the 
‘teething problems’ were expect¬ 
ed at first, these did not clear up. 

He added: “There has been 
positive progress now to improve 
the service. 

“It is incredibly frustrating that 
the service has not been delivered 
to levels we expect. 

“There will be a constant review. 
This has been a very useful exer¬ 
cise to identify what is required 
from the contract and there will 
be systems in place to make sure 
it is performing.” 

In a statement, the Labour party 
at Guildhall said they believed the 
report should have looked at each 
area that EMS have responsibility 
for including allotments, parks, 
gateways and flytipping.

Maureen’s stopping cat nuisance 

I AM writing in response to Mr Palmer’s letter 
with reference to work undertaken by Maureen 
Cook in neutering and caring for the welfare of 
stray and feral cats in and around Northampton. 

Firstly, it is because of her work that the 
colonies of cats are not much larger than they 
are, since the animals are routinely trapped and 
neutered to prevent further breeding; secondly 
since this is a small charity which cannot afford 
to waste money, only sufficient food for the cats 
would be put out at any one time so that none 
would be left around to attract rats. 

With regard to the statement she may be caus¬ 
ing people to lose their pets, if a cat is trapped 
and its ear is not tipped to show that it has previ¬ 
ously been neutered, it is taken to the vet, where 
it is scanned to see if it is chipped. 

If this is the case, the owner is contacted and 
the cat returned to them, if however the owner 
has moved and the chip details are no longer 
accurate, it is immediately returned to where it 
was caught and released. 

As I understand it, only one cat with a chip has 
been caught and it was not neutered - so much 
for responsible owners. 

I find his comment that stray cats “will always 
be able to find food one way or the other” quite 
astounding. 

One of the main thrusts behind Maureen 
Cook’s work is that the animals are provided for 
without causing a problem to people by scav¬ 
enging around the area and it must be remem¬ 
bered that these cats have been abandoned and 
many have lived rough for a long time with only 
her to care for their welfare. 

Lastly, Maureen works in close conjunction 
with the RSPCA who fund the neutering pro¬ 
gramme which she carries out - or perhaps the 
largest animal welfare charity in the country is 
just not responsible enough for Mr Palmer.

Kitten study to find out more 

KITTEN owners living in the UK are helping with 
the 'Bristol Cats’ study being run by the 
University of Bristol, but even more kittens are 
needed to take part in the first study of its kind 
that will help improve the health and welfare of 
cats in the future. 

The researchers wish to recruit a further 700 
kitten owners who own one aged between eight 
and 16 weeks by the end of December. 

Bristol Cats, led by academics at the 
University’s School of Veterinary Sciences, is 
being carried out because little is known about 
the causes of common behaviour patterns and 
diseases of cats, such as, obesity, diet, lifestyle, 
aggression towards people, spraying and lower 
urinary tract problems. 

Kitten owners, who are over 18 years of age, 
complete four online or postal questionnaires, 
initially when their kittens are approximately 
eight to 16 weeks, then again at six, 12, and 18 
months of age. 

These questionnaires provide the researchers 
with very valuable data. The researchers can see 
to what extent certain characteristics or condi¬ 
tions are associated with the cat’s management 
and other factors.

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Biker beaten 
after van used 
‘as a weapon’

A DRIVER who used his van as a weapon 
to mow down a motorcyclist - before 
getting out and kicking his victim - has 
been jailed. 

Glenn Tweed, 26, targeted Adam Lafin, 
who was sat on his bike in North Oval in 
Kings Heath, Northampton Crown Court 
heard on Friday. 

Tweed, of Highfields, Towcester, admit¬ 
ted attempted grievous bodily harm and 
dangerous driving. 

Michael Waterfield, prosecuting, said: 

“Mr Tweed, who Lafin knew, drove up in 
his van and got out and walked over to 
him saying ‘who has been picking on my 
little cousin’ or a variation of that. Some 
witnesses said he mentioned ‘brother’. 

“Nobody knew what he was talking 
about. He then went back to his car 
saying ‘I will be back in a minute’ and he 
drove off. 

“Five minutes later he came back and 
he drove into Mr Lafin’s bike, knocking 
him off in the process. Mr Lafin hit his 
windscreen and after that he remembers 
nothing apart from waking up in hospi¬ 
tal. 

“The defendant drove off, turned round 
and came back and started challenging 
others to a fight and was kicking Mr Lafin 
on the floor.” 

Mr Lafin suffered mainly cuts and 
bruises to his face and arms and was kept 
in hospital overnight. In mitigation, Lucy 



Fairclough said Tweed did not remember 
the incident. 

Judge Richard Bray said: “You clearly 
lost your temper and fortunately he did 
not suffer more serious injuries. 

“Both injuries could have been fatal. 
There must be a custodial sentence of 
some length; you used your car as a 
weapon.” 

He was jailed for two years for attempt¬ 
ed grievous bodily harm and handed a 
12 month concurrent sentence for dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

He was disqualified from driving for 
two years. 


Teenager put away for dangerous driving 


A TEENAGER has been 
locked up for his part in a 
police chase which ended 
when the car he was 
driving careered into 
street signs. 

Jo shim Chowdhury, 19, 
of Margaret Street, 
Northampton, had been 
at a party with friends on 
the night of July 8 when 
officers spotted passen¬ 
gers in his car acting 
suspiciously. 

At Northampton Crown 
Court on Friday prosecu¬ 
tor Rachel Law said: 
“Police officers on patrol 
saw a white Mercedes on 
Billing Brook Road. 

“They felt the four male 
occupants looked suspi¬ 


cious.” She said officers 
followed the vehicle 
before signalling it to pull 
over. The car slowed down 
a little before accelerating 
along Wellingborough 
Road. 

Control of the car was 
lost near Abington Park 
Hotel and collided with 
two road signs and a 
traffic island, before 
hitting the kerb. 

All four occupants then 
ran off on foot. 

Ms Law added: “He was 
found hiding in a garden 
at the rear of Clarke Road 
and he was bitten by a 
police dog and arrested. 

“He was established as 
the driver.” Chowdhury 


had previously pleaded 
guilty at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court to driv¬ 
ing without a licence, 
driving without insur¬ 
ance, failing to stop after 
an accident and 
dangerous driving. 

At the time of the 
offence he had a suspend¬ 
ed sentence for an offence 
of possession of drugs 
with intent to supply. 

Chowdhury was given a 
sentence of six months 
for dangerous driving and 
a further T8 weeks for 
breach of his suspended 
sentence. 

He was also banned 
from driving for two 
years.

TEENAGERS from across the 
county who do not drive are 
getting a unique opportunity to 
see the world as it looks from 
behind the wheel of a car.

behaviour can have an effect on 
those in the car. 

Mr East said: “The majority of 
them have never driven a car 
before and are about a year or 
two from taking their tests. 

“We want to show them if they 
do get behind the wheel you 
have to take your responsibility 
seriously. 

“There are a number of aspects 


to RoadSense. These are to 
recognise a car is not easy to 
drive and if you are you can be 
easily distracted. 

“They are all given a compre¬ 
hensive briefing with them to 
find out what they learnt from 
the day. 

“We are very encouraged by 
their positive attitude. 

“The age of those who have 


attended have ranged from 
15-years-old to 22-years-old. 

“We do recognise they do have 
a great level of dexterity but they 
realise driving a car is very differ¬ 
ent from driving on a computer 
game. 

“When they arrive they are full 
of youthful bravado but when 
they leave they realise they have 
learnt an important message in a 
fun, enjoyable way.”

MUSIC 

IAN HUNTER AND 
THE RANT BAND 


Roadmender, Northampton 

Saturday. Doors open at 7pm 

THERE are very few people 
from the world of rock ‘n’ roll 
who can claim Northampton 
played a pivotal part in their 
lives. 

But one ‘dude’ can, and his 
name is Ian Hunter. 

For those who can’t place 
him he is a legend of 70s 
music and the former lead 
singer of Mott the Hoople who 
had a huge hit with the David 
Bowie song All the Young 
Dudes. 

Hunter, who is now 73, was 
born in Shropshire but moved 
to Northampton in the late 
1950s when he was a teenager. 

He transferred his engineer¬ 
ing apprenticeship from 
Sentinel/Rolls Royce to British 
Timken in Duston. 

Hunter did dream of becom¬ 
ing a footballer but admitted: 
“I was crap. My brother was a 
goalkeeper and he was really 
good. 

“I am still enthusiastic about 
football and support 
Shrewsbury Town.” 

It was while in Northampton 
his interest in American music 
and especially the songs of 
Little Richard, Jerry Lee Lewis 
and Elvis was born. 

He used to frequent pubs 
like the Black Lion and Cross 
Keys which at the time had 
jukeboxes full of American 
singles - some which you 
wouldn’t even hear on the 
radio. 

This music initiation led to 
him becoming a bass player. 

He said: “I started playing in 
a band called The Apex Group 
and slowly became a semi-pro 
musician. 

“We played a number of ven¬ 
ues including American bases 


and played a lot of American 
tunes. By the time I was 25 
years old I had to move to 
London if I was going to make 
it in music. 

“Northampton is a pivotal 
place in my life.” 

In late 1963/early 1964, 
when Hunter was in a band 
called The Shriekers, they fol¬ 
lowed a path taken by The 
Beatles and went to Hamburg. 

Hunter said going to 
Germany meant they had to 
perform for hours on end and 
it was an invaluable lesson in 
his musical education. 

In the next few years, Hunter 
continued his journey until in 
1969 he formed Mott the 
Hoople. 

They started slowly and in 
1969 put out one single, Rock 
and Roll Queen, which made 
no impact. Their album, Mott 
the Hoople, only reached 
number 66 in the UK charts. 

In 1972 David Bowie, who 
had always been a fan of the 
band, offered them his song 
Suffragette City which they 
turned down so he wrote All 
the Young Dudes for them. 

Hunter said: “It was a great 
song which he gave to us. 

“He did offer us Suffragette 
City which was an ok song but 
we needed something which 
would be a big hit. 

“In the end All the Young 
Dudes sold 100,000 or 
125,000. It all depended on 
what time of the year you 
released your records. 

“Following All The Young 
Dudes I wrote the songs. 

“Something like Roll Away 
the Stone sold four times as 
many records as All the Young 
Dudes but isn’t seen as such 
an anthem.” 

Hunter comes to The 
Roadmender this weekend as 
part of a 40-date tour of 
Britain and is very much look¬ 
ing forward to ‘coming home’ 
to Northampton.

WHEN his dad bought Earl Carpenter 
his first stereo back in the 1980s, he 
could not possibly have known that he 
would be carving out a little slice of 
history.

Why the 2008 Fiesta 
has stood test of time 


THERE’S a whole lot of love out there 
for the Ford Fiesta. 

Down the years, its various 
generations have completed more 
school runs, shopping trips and 
traffic-plagued commutes than any 
other UK supermini. 

There have been high and low points 
along the way but in the final reckoning, 
the 2008 car must surely go down as 
one of the best. 

Should buyers have as big a soft spot 
for the car once it’s been round the 
block a few times and cropped up on 
the used market? 

There shouldn’t be too many problems 
with pre-owned Fiestas and if a 
particular model gives cause for 
concern, just walk away, there are 
plenty of others about. 

Make sure your prospective purchase 
has been properly serviced and that the 
tyres are in decent shape, plus check 
for the usual kiddie damage and parking 
scrapes. 

Engines are, on the whole, reliable 
but watch for the usual signs of wear 
particularly on high mileage models. 

Engine choices start with the 60PS 
1.25 and 90PS 1.4-litre Duratec petrol 
units. Then there’s the frugal if rather 
leisurely 68PS 1.4-litre TDCi. 

Above this level, things start to get a 
bit more interesting. The 90PS 1.6-litre 
TDCi Duratorq engine emits just 
99g/km of C02 in the ECOnetic models, 
and isn’t far behind elsewhere with a 
decent turn of pace to boot. 

At the other end of the scale, the 
120PS 1.6-litre T-VCT petrol powerplant 
makes 60mph in 9.9s. 


That’s not hugely rapid but the Fiesta 
driving experience still make this model 
preferable over many faster hatchbacks 
for the enthusiast. 

Some impressive cars have carried 
the Fiesta badge but this version must 
surely go down as one of the best. 

The interior design might not be to 
everyone’s taste and there are concerns 
over how well the jutting fascia will age 
but the positives outweigh the 
negatives. 


The car looks good to most eyes yet 
beneath the sleek lines is a roomy cabin 
[rear headroom will only be a problem 
for tall passengers] and a generous 
boot. The engines are solid rather than 
spectacular but the highlight is the ride 
and the handling. 

The Fiesta tackles the lumpy British 
road network with composure, steers 
with real precision and grips like it's 
hanging from a branch over a crocodile 
pit.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

AIDY Boothroyd wants 
Northampton Town to cut out the 
lapses in concentration after seeing 
his side go down 1-0 at home to 
Bradford City in League Two on 
Tuesday evening. 

Nahki Wells’ 53rd-minute goal at 
Sixfields proved the difference 
between the sides. The striker latch¬ 
ing onto a goal kick that was flicked 
on inadvertently by James Hanson 
and allowed Wells to nip in and 
score. 

The defeat came hot on the heels of 
the 4-0 humiliation at previously 
winless Barnet last Friday and with 
second placed Port Vale due to visit 
Sixfields this weekend (2pm), the 
Cobblers manager is well aware of 
the need to tighten up the defence. 

“There is a little bit of work to be 
done on the training pitch and a 
little bit of work to be done in the 
office as well, that’s for sure,” said 
Boothroyd. 

“After Barnet we were shell 
shocked, we were positive going into 
Bradford but the overall feeling is 
disappointment because we are not 
a team that should be getting beaten 
1-0 at home. 

“I know it’s only the second one 
here [at Sixfields] we have lost, but if 
we are going to be successful then 
we have got to make sure that we 
take points out of games like this.” 

Those back-to-back defeats mean 
Northampton drop down to 17th in 
the table, but they are still just five 
points off of the play-off places. 

The fact that his side are close to 
being part of the promotion battle is 
the most frustrating thing about 
their form for Boothroyd. 

“We’re not talking about being bot¬ 
tom of the league and having to win 
a few games,” Boothroyd said.

GJ VAN Velze cannot wait to lock 
horns with Saracens’ South African 
contingent when they face 
Northampton Saints at Franklin’s 
Gardens on Saturday. 

The match between the sides has 
developed into one of the fiercest 
rivalries in the Aviva Premiership and 
has boiled over on several occasions. 

Saturday will be van Velze’s first 
experience of the battle and the fact 
he will go up against several of his 
countrymen, including Ernst Joubert 
and Schalk Brits, adds another fasci¬ 
nating subplot to proceedings.

NATHAN Leeson is determined to 
seize the chance afforded to him 
when he fights for the Queensbury 
Boxing League British 
middleweight title next month. 

The former Northampton ABC 
pugilist challenges reigning champi¬ 
on Gareth Gardner on the ‘Edge of 
Greatness’ bill in Copthorne, Sussex 
on Saturday, November 24. 

Leeson, 26, has lost just twice in 15 
amateur bouts and is confident he 
can wrest the belt away from 
Gardner even though the New 
Addington fighter became the first 
boxer to win three titles in the league 
at three different weights earlier this 
month. 

“Opportunities like this don’t come 
along every day,” Leeson said. “I've 
done my homework. I know all about 
Gardner and how to beat him. 

“He’s a strong, come-forward fight¬ 
er and throws a lot of punches and I 
like it when my opponents do that. 

“I’m a counter puncher and I’m 
going to get him to fall onto my 
shots. 

“He won’t know anything about me 
and that’s to my advantage as well. 

“I know I’ve got what it takes to beat 
him. I’ve just got to make sure I’m fit 
because he does throw a lot of 
punches.” 

The Queensbury Boxing League is 
the brainchild of Ross Minter, the 
former English welterweight cham¬ 
pion, and is designed to provide a 
legitimate form of the sport that sits 
between amateur level and British 
Boxing Board of Control-licensed 
fights. 

Since being launched two years 
ago, the organisation has grown in 
stature and with Eurosport on board 
as a broadcast partner the future 
looks promising. 

While the next show will see Leeson 
going for domestic glory, Duston’s 
Danny Linehan is hoping he can 
earn a title shot by winning his 
undercard match-up. 

The 32-year-old roofer is up against 


Andy Thompson in an eliminator to 
fight for the League’s English super- 
middleweight title. 

Meanwhile, Olympic gold medallist 
Nicola Adams visited Kings Heath 
ABC on Monday evening to congrat¬ 
ulate them on an impressive start to 
the 2012-13 boxing season. 

The Team GB member made histo¬ 
ry at this summer’s London games by 
becoming the first woman ever to 
win an Olympic boxing gold, beating 
China’s Ren Cancan in the flyweight 
final. 

Adams passed on advice to Kings 
Heath trio Kieron Conway, Sam Daly, 
Noel Smith, who will all be in action 
on Sunday when they box in the 


Midlands finals of the CYP 
Championship. Reuben Arrowsmith, 
the world number five, was also due 
to be involved, but has been forced 
to pull out of his contest due to med¬ 
ical issues. Conway sealed his place 
there this past Sunday after convinc¬ 
ingly beating Corby ABC’s Kane 
Mceachran in a box-off. 

Adams’ visit to the Northampton 
club comes not long after the Welsh 
team came down with some of their 
strongest boxers, while Great Britain 
coach Bob Dillon is also set to take a 
sparring session there in the near 
future. 

Ear Cotton ABC also have two of 
their promising pugilists involved in 


this weekend’s Midlands finals, with 
Drew Brown also coming through a 
box-off on Sunday after defeating 
Martin Miles, of One Nation ABC. 
Brown now faces Worcester City 
ABC’s Trent Smith, while clubmate 
Kyle Owen is up against Worley’s 
Ahmed Mahaz. 

Elsewhere, Chantelle Cameron 
claimed a bronze at the Tammer 
Tournament in Linland over the 
weekend with a convincing 21:6 victo¬ 
ry over Kazahkstan’s Akbota Dulatova. 

The Kings Heath ABC boxer had 
suffered a 17:12 points loss to Italian 
Romina Marenda in her semi-final, 
but responded to score a resounding 
win in the third-place box off. 


STEVEN Kane’s return to racing 
action saw the Brixworth-based driv¬ 
er earn a place on the podium at the 
Petit Le Mans in Atlanta on Saturday. 

Kane was called in to join Dyson 
Racing’s Chris Dyson and Guy Smith 
for the 1,000 mile race at Road 
Atlanta, having helped them to a 
class with at the Sebring 12 Hour race 
in March. 

The team’s Lola B12/60 Madza 
Coupe lost over an hour in the pits 
during the race due an electrical 
issue, but it was the 32-year-old’s two 
and a quarter hour stint at the wheel 
that laid the foundations for the 
recovery to finish in second.

The Yardley Hastings-based racer 
with co-drivers Tommy Milner and 
Richard Westbrook were able to get 
back out on track for the closing 
stages of the race, but had to settle 
for 12th in class. 

“There was a lot of promise. We 
really had a good car to fight with, 
but unfortunately it wasn’t meant to 
be,” said Gavin after missing out on 
what would have been the team’s 
fifth win of the year. 

“It’s been a phenomenal year for 
Tommy and I, and everyone on the 
#4 car and within Corvette Racing. 
It’s a shame we couldn’t finish off 
with a victory.”

Cobblers ace will not back breakaway 
black association and admits abuse

JOE Widdowson feels the proposed 
separate union for black footballers 
could cause more harm than good 
and could lead to divisions among 
players. 

In the wake of the John Terry-Anton 
Ferdinand saga, some black players 
are so unhappy with the progress 
being made to combat racism in 
football that talks have begun over 
setting up a Black Players 
Association, which would be sepa¬ 
rate from the current Professional 
Footballers Association (PFA). 

However, Widdowson, the Cobblers 
left back, does not believe that is the 
right course of action. 

“I wouldn’t support that or be a 
part of that,” Widdowson said. “I 
think, if anything, that would proba¬ 
bly make the problem worse. To dis¬ 
tance black players from other races 
involved, I think is silly. 

“Football is one community and we 
all play together, we all love playing 
the game, so I don’t think I’d support 
the idea of a breakaway. 

“It could definitely be divisive. I 
think it’s a bit of a contradiction to 
the idea of trying to unite against 


racism. I don’t think it would be ben¬ 
eficial to anyone, really.” 

He echoed the view of PFA chairman 
and former Cobblers defender Clark 
Carlisle, who said the move would 
lead to an “us and them” mentality. 

Former West Brom and Arsenal 
defender Brendon Batson has called 
on black players not to form a break¬ 
away group. 

“I’d be really disappointed if there 
was a split and I don’t think there 
would be any benefit,” Batson, a for¬ 
mer PFA administrator, told BBC 
Radio Five. 

“What we need to do is address the 
concerns of current black players, 
hear their voice and see if we can do 
something about it.” 

The incident involving England’s 
Danny Rose in Serbia and the actions 
of some high-profile black players in 
refusing to wear t-shirts supporting 
the ‘Kick It Out’ campaign, has 
brought the issue under the micro¬ 
scope. 

Widdowson admitted he had expe¬ 
rienced racism in football. 

“I've had one or two things said to 
me - not by opposing players but by 
fans in the past,” he said. 

“But, to be honest, it’s a very hard 
thing to change people's mentality or 
attitude on the issue of race. I just 
want to focus on football.”
